Gold placer mining, an established industry 
in Yukon, has been stimulated to a marked 
degree by the high price of the metal. A 
noticeable featm® through the Yukon placer 
fiells is the extent to which individual 
miners and small operators have revived 
small placer mining activities. Placer mining 
has also undergone a distinct revival in 
British Columbia. In order ‘to give guid- 
ance to the industry, investigations in British 
Columbia were conducted last year by the 
Canadian Department of Mines. 

At one time the Yukon District was the 
most important gold-producing area in Canada, 
but, the discovery and doves ment of gold 
areas in other provinces, natalie Ontario and 
Quebec, have greatly changed the relation- 
ship. The Yukon District now ranks below 
Ontario, Quebec, British Columbia and Mani- 
toba in the value of gold produced, On the 
other hand, total Canadian production has 
increased to the point where Canada is now 
the second largest gold producer in the world, 
exceeded only by the Union of South Africa.

Children Need Sun an

It is doubtful if there is anything in which 
the over-careful mother’s zeal can hamper 
her child’s health more than in the business 
of clothes. Last June, a school nurse came 
ccross a child wearing nine layerg of gar- 
ments. The child suffered from coughs and 
colds, and the zealous mother’s desire was to 
prevent her child catching cold. In fact, this 
misdirected parental care reduced the child’s 
resistance to infection, and made coughs, 
colds, and other illnesses more probable. 
Every opportunity should be taken this 
summer to give children as much reasonable 
exposure to sun and air as is possible. No 
child can grow to healthy adult life without 
abundant exercise in the open air. The 
virtues of exercising in the open air are 
many. There are two of special importance. 
In the first. place, it is only in the open 
air that the valuable “ ultra-violet” part 
of the sun’s rays can act on the skin. These 
rays are not visible to the eye, but are 
nevertheless of great importance to health. 
Ultra-violet rays cannot penetrate ordinary 
glass, and are therefore unable to exert their 
beneficial effects on persons indoors. Nor 
can these rays penetrate heavy closely woven 
clothes. They can reach the skin through light 
clothing. Ultra-violet rays are of the greatest 
importance in the prevention of any bone weak- 
ness in the limbs and chest of the growing 
child. They are also a help in the main- 
tenance of the body’s defences against germs. 


SUN ESSENTIAL, 


It is one of the essentials for healthy 
growth that the child should receive 
adequate exposure to the sun. There must, 
of course, be reason in all things, and no 
good is going to ensue from the bleak ex- 
posure of an unprepared child to the un- 
seasonable cold of our capricious climate. 


In dull black crépe-de-chine, with 
three-quarter sleeves and a tie of the 
fabric, this coat tops a little dress in 


geranium crépe-de-chine. The beret 
is an black cloth trimmed with a 
scarlet feather motif. 
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Parents should remember that bare knees, 
open necks, and a ‘‘cellular’’ type of fabric 
next to the skin make it easier for the -ultra- 
violet light to exert its action. 

In the second place, the. movement of air 
which occurs in the open is a stimulus to in- 
creased bodily activity. Moving air causes 
the body to tend to lose heat. The neces- 
sary reaction for the maintenance of heat 
means that all the processes of the body are 
more active. Physical activity is the way to 
complete physical health. 

There is one word of warning necessary. 
Exposure to unusually strong sunshine may 
be the cause of illness. 
is rare in climates such as ours, but the con- 
dition known as “ heat exhaustion”’ is fairly 
common. ‘This can be prevented by protect- 
ing the head and by wearing pti: light 
clothing. Abundant water to drink also re- 
duces the risk.

BEAUTY FOR BABY. 


A correspondent. states that beauty boxes 
for baby are the newest idea in the world 
of beauty culture. Beauty for baby is nothing 
more, actually, than comfort for baby. The 
beauty box which the modern mother takes 
down to the beach with her baby contains 
preparations more unguent and emollient 
than strictly ern: 

The two little lotion bottles, for example, 
contain important accessories—a medicated 
eye lotion and a soothing skin lotion. The 
eye lotion has its own cup, and armed with 
this mother is able to cope with such minor, 
but painful, mishaps as sand in the eyes, 
strain from a too-bright sun, and dust. 

The skin lotion holds at bay any distressing 
burning from the sun, or the irritation set up 
on a very sensitive skin by the wind blown 
over the sea. 
sensitive than any of us realise, and. the 
precaution of bathing the child’s face with a 
soothing lotion before going down to the 
beach is one which no mother should neglect. 


IODINE. 


The third container is destined for that 
most useful of all “ beauty lotions ’’—iodine. 
Armed with this, mother can deal with any 
little scratches, grazes and mishaps of a 
similar nature. There is sound sense behind 
this; for many girls carry scars in later life 
as the result of unattended and seemingly 
trivial childish cuts. 

A little box holding cotton wool completes 
the baby beauty box. With a piece of this 
and the iodine, cuts and bleeding can be 
staunched and rendered aseptic. Another 
piece serves to apply the skin lotion before 
putting baby out to sun-bathe. A third use 
for this indispensable aid is to hathe the 
child’s eyes to avoid “ sun-strain’’ and to 
remove any sand thrown into the eyes while 
building castles. If baby is allowed sea- 
bathing the eye-lotion should be applied to 
allay any irritation caused by the action of 
sea water on tendey little eyelids.

Claims and counter-claims involving mora 
than £40,000,000 are involved in a hearing 
now proceeding before a Royal Commission 
in Canada, writes Reuter from Ottawa. The 
Province of Saskatchewan is claiming 
damages from the Dominion Government. 
Its representatives allege alienation and gross 
mismanagement of the province’s natural 
resources when the Federal Government 
administered them between 1905 and 1930. 

The Saskatchewan counsel have stacked up 
items totalling more than 200,000,000 dollars 
(£40,000,000) . 

Indaunted by these vast sums, the Federal 
Government has succeeded in adding up 
counter-claims which equal, or even slightly. 
surpass, the province’s claim. 

The master-stroke was the suggestion that 
the Hudson Bay Railway should be charged 
up to the western provinces. As the railway, 
cost 60,000,000 dollars (£12,000,000) to build. 
this made an important item in the counters 
claim. 

Documentary evidence and exhibits weigh- 
ing half a ton and more than 2,000 pages of 
transcript of oral testimony have been accu- 
mulated in the six months during which the 
Commission has been sitting.

IMPORTS OF FISH. 


Ir regard to the matter of penalties, the 
Minister said that the practice of his pre- 
decessors had been followed. The Minister 
for Justice had the power to remit a fine,

He did not think that the export bounty 
on the export of salt mackerel to America 
would be of amy use owing to the change of 
taste of the American people.

They wanted to enable 
their own fishermen to get the fish, and tlie 
Sea Fisheries’ Assuciation was there for that 
purpose.

The most difficult thing they had to do 
was to ensure a good supply of fish for the 
home market. They were not doing that at 
present, but they were doing what they 
could to give the people the fish they wanted 
There was a very big demand for plaice and 
sole, and to get suppties of these they would 
have to go further out to sea. He was 
afraid they would not be in a position to 
do that for some time to come. Meantime, 
however, they intended to import plaice and 
sole. as fresh whole fish rather than fillets. 

The Sea Fisheries’ Association was increas- 
ing in membership, and that was a sign that 
‘it was increasing in reputation and popu- 


The provision of a tank for the purification

INTENTION OF NEW BILL. 


Moving the second stage of the Poultry

N the report stage of the Electoral 
0 (Revision of Constituencies) Bill, 1934, 
in the Dail yesterday, 

Mr. Sean T. O’Nelly, Minister for 
Government and Public Health, 
moved an amendment, which was agreed 
to, providing that so much of the 
townland of Ringsend situated in the 
county borough of Dublin and not included 
in the former urban district of Pembroke 
should be included in the constituency of 
South Dublin. 

Lhe Minister moved an amendment 
seeking to divide-the present constituency 
of Donegal into two separate constituencies— 
East Donegal with four ‘members and West 
Donega! with three. He said that during 
the Committee stage of the bill a discussion 
took place .n the House upon the proposed 
division of Donegal, resulting in an even 
vote. The Speaker had, on that occasion, 
given his casting vote in a certain direction. 

The Minister, who was almost inaudible, 
was understood to say that, although the 
House had decided to retain the present 
Donegai constituency, he could not suggest 
any better division other than the one he 
had Fé forward on the Committee stage, 
namely, that contained in the amendment 


now before the Huuse. 


DEPUTY’S REQUEST. 

Mr. COSGRAVE (U.1., Cork City) vose 
and said: ‘‘ The Minister has been speaking 
to himself all the time.

The SPEAKER mentioned that on the 
Committee stage of the bill the section now 
being discussed was deleted in order to make 
way for an amendment to the effect that 
Donegal he left as one county constituency. 
That amendment was subsequently defeated 
on an open vote of the House by the casting 
vote of the chair, and no amendment could 
now be moved to make it a, one-county con 
stituency. The amendment now before the 
House was the original. motion, that the 
county be divided into east and west. 


PROTESTANT ELECTORS. 
Mr. COSGRAVE (U.L, Cork) said that 
there was every reason why the County 
Donegal should be left as one county con- 
stituency. 

Mr. McMENAMIN said that if the amend- 
ment was carried four or five thousand 
Protestant electors in Donegal would be dis- 
franchised. 

Mr. O’KELLY said that he believed in small 
constituencies, and since the House originally 
cave an indeterminate decision when the 
amendment was before the House, he pro- 


posed to go ahead with the amendment, 
which, he thought, would best meet the 
situation. 


The amendment was carried by 51 votes to 
37, and the amendment moved by the 
Minister setting out a new canstituency of 
West Donegal was carried by 52 votes to 55. 


YOUGHAL IN WATERFORD. 
Mr. W. J. BRODERICK (U.L., Cork E.) 
moved an amendment to exclude Youghal 
and the adjoining areas from the constituency 
of County Waterford, to which eounty they 
are to be transferred under the bill. He 
suid that the proposals contained in the bill 
were against all the principles laid down by 
the Minister.

A FORK RARITY.

LONDON, Thursday. 

A remarkable William Lil. Irish two-prong 
fork appeared in a collection of Irish silver 
sold at Southebys, in London, to-day. 

It belonged- to Lieut.-Colonel M. S. 
Clements, of Cootehill, County Cavan. Until 
this fork came to light no Irish example with 
two prongs was believed to be in existence. 
It was made by David King, Dublin, in 
1699, and to-day sold by the ounce. ‘The 
buyers, the Goldsmith and _ Silversmiths’ 
Company of London, paid 430 shillings an 
ounce. There was, however, only 1 ounce 
18 dwt., but it was ‘sufficiently ample to 
cause a stir among the experts. 

Another interesting item in the Clements’ 
collection was a sloke pot with cover and 
stand marked “ Dublin, 1770.”

Mr. R. 8. Hogan (instructed by Messrs. 
Heverin, Farrell, McDonnell and Co., soli- 
citors, Roscommon) appeared for the accused 
man. Mr. P. Lynch, K.C., and Mr. Barra 
Briain (instructed by the Chief State 
Sohcitor) prosecuted. 

Opening the case for the State, Mr. Lynch 
said that Miss Wright, a lady somewhat 
advanced in years, had employed the 
prisoner’ as chauffeur, although his duties 
were not very definite. Apparently, after two 
years, they became very triendly, and there 
was talk of marriage. ‘There were also 
references made to an assignment and to a 
| will. From time to time they had differences, 
|and last year Kennedy leit Miss Wright's 
house, where he had resided, and went to 
lodgings.

close friends. Their spectacular rencontre 
was a gesture of Italo-German solidarity 
at a time when the political situation in 
Europe is at a highly critical stage. It 
was calculated to inform the world that 
France cannot expect to have matters all 
her own way either in Central Europe or 
in the Balkans, that Germany and Italy 
will support each other in certain matters 
of high policy, and that the democratic 
countries must be careful not to do any- 
thing to displease the two dictators, whose 
meeting, incidentally, took place under the 
protection of regular, cohorts of armed 
guards and secret police. 

Officially, the objects of the Venetian 
gathering are stated to be three in num- 
ber. In the first place, Signor Mussolini 
and Herr Hitler are anxious to prevent a 
new armaments race which, they fear, 
may begin as a result of the failure of the 
Disarmament Conference. All Kurope 
will applaud this effort, particularly as 
the two men who are about to make it are 
precisely the two men who have caused 
most of the uncertainty on the continent. 
Signor Mussolini has adopted a con- 
temptuous attitude towards disarmament 
from the very beginning, while Herr 
Hitler, ably supported by General 


‘Hermann Goering, has dragooned the 


entire German people into a vast semi- 
military machine. Fear of Germany, 
and to a less extent of Italy, has been the 
main cause of the failure of the dis- 
armament movement, and, if the two 
dictators wish to prevent a race for power, 
they ought to begin their reforms at home. 
In the second place, it seems that the

The Royal Dublin Society. 


Yesterday the Council of the Royal 
Dublin Society approved of a proposal to 
establish a “ Saorstdt Hall of Industries ”’ 
in its grounds. The Ministry of Industry 
and Commerce, it was stated, was anxious 
that the Society should set up an exhibi- 
tion to illustrate -the growth and the 
working of industries in the Irish Free 
State, and there have been several con- 
ferences between the Ministry and the 
Society as to the means by which this 
could be achieved.

is a fine of £200. He escaped with the loss 
of £2 and a reprimand from the Bench. 
Circumstances alter cases, and there is no 
doubt that the lethal qualities of the bad 
egg, negligible as a rule, increase in direct 
proportion to the egg’s altitude. The law 
of gravity’s inexorable “ thirty-two feet 
per second per second’? means that a 

pebble dropped from an aeroplane becomes 

a bullet, and that an egg, good or bad, 

becomes a bomb. In these circumstances, 

we hardly can wonder that the pastime of 


has been raised to the dignity of a 


criminal offence.

SUMMER VACATION 
RECEDES. 


THE GOVERNMENT'S 
PROGRAMME. 


By Our PoLITICAL CORRESPONDENT. 


Deputies at Leinster House are wonder- 
ing when they may expect to get free for 
the summer holidays. At present the 
attendance of deputies of all parties 1s pro- 
bably lower than ever it has been. This is 
to some extent accounted for by the fact 
that many of them are interesting them- 
selves in the local elections. When these 
are over the week after next there will be 
little desire to return to Leinster House. 
Nevertheless, the Government has a con- 
siderable programme of legislation which 
it hopes to introduce, and it will insist on 
getting several of these bills passed before 
the adicerement It is thought that none 


of them will be of a very contentious nature, 


otherwise both the Government and the 
Opposition Whips would find it a difficult 
job to keep their forces up to strength. 
The bills which are to come, and which 
have not yet been introduced, will be 
mainly from the Departments of Industry 
and Commerce, Agriculture and Local 
Government. 

It seems altogether unlikely that the 
House will get either of the two bills which 
are anticipated with interest from the 
Department of Justice. One of these 1s 
the Courts of Justice Bill, which is 
intended, among other things, to strengthen 
the personnel of the High Court and 
Supreme Court. 

The other bill which is being urgently 
pressed for is the Criminal Law (Amend. 
ment) Bill. The Department of Justice 
will, it is understood, introduce this bill 
before the Dail rises, but the subsequent 
stages will have to remain over till the 
autumn. 

Labour deputies who were seen at 
Leinster House yesterday by a deputation 
from the Women’s Social Study Guild 
promised to urge the Minister for Justice 
to expedite the measure as much as 
possible. The deputation included Mrs. 
Gavan Duffy, Mrs. Holden and Mrs. D. 
Russell. The Labour representatives— 
Messrs. Davin and Murphy—assured the 
deputation that the Labour Party is in full 
agreement with their efforts. 

With the bills which the Government 
propose to get through the Oireachtas 
before rising for the recess, it seems un- 
likely that the adjournment will take place 
before the end ot July, or, perhaps, even 
later,

LOBSTER FISHING - 
PROSPECTS. 


EXPORTS INCREASING. 


-- 


While there-was a decline of £8,000 in 
the value of lobsters exported from the 
Irish Free State last year, it would appear 
from the official trade returns that a 
marked recovery took place during the four 
months January to April last. 

For the year 1933 there were exported 
5,230 cwt. of lobsters, valued at £21,985. 
During 1932 the quantity exported was 
7,129 cwt., valued at £29,525. : 3 

During the first four months of this year, 
however, 261 cwt. of lobsters, valued at 
£1,057, were exported, as compared with 
51 ewt., valued at £261, for the same period 
last year. As there is a tariff on Free State 
lobsters in Great Britain, most of the 
exports so far have been made to Belgium 
and France, where there is a good demand 


hag these shell fish alive. 


As supplies become more plentiful, it 
will probably become necessary to resume 
exports to Great Britain, and consequently 


+ the Free State Government has decided to 


grant an export bounty equal to three- 
fourths of the British tariff as from June 
12 until the end of September. This is 
expected to result in an immediate improve- 


ment in the prices offered to lobster fisher- 


men. 

Anyone who knows the conditions under 
which lobsters are caught will agree that 
those engaged in the occupation deserve a 
fair return for their labours. 

- On Hare Island, about half a mile off 
the southern coast at Cape Clear, there is 
a hardy race of fishermen who make part 
of a precarious livelihood by lobster fishing. 
They go out in tiny boats, in which they 
live for weeks at a time, and fish right 
along the coast from Ballycotton, Co. Cork, 
to the Blaskets, off the coast of Co. Kerry. 

Lobster fishing also takes place off the 
North Dublin coast near Loughshinny, 
Rush, and Lambay Island, as well as at 
other places. 

With the advent of the Sea Fisheries 
Association, fishermen engaged in this 
work have been able to get improved boats 
and gear, and with this equipment it should 
be possible for them, with the help of the 
bounty, to get a better return for their 
labours.

MUSSOLINI AND 
HITLER. .

The meeting of Signor Mussolini and 
Herr Hitler on the Venetian hinterland 
is being closely watched, not only by 
Great Britain, but by the Continental 
Powers. One result may be an indication 
of the terms on which Germany may 
decide to return to the League of 
Nations. It is possible that on this point 
Signor Mussolini will give Herr Hitler 
some good advice; but whether it will be 
accepted is another story. At the same 
time, the position of Herr Hitler is not 
so strong in his own country that he can 
afford to dispense with reasonable advice 
and moral assistance from his fellow- 
dictator. The intimation to-day, made 
while Herr Hitler is on his travels, that 
Germany has declared a moratorium on 
the Dawes and Young leans and the 
suspension of all interest on State loans, 
is a revelation that the position of affairs 
in Germany is becoming highly critical. 


The German Moratorium. 


The decision of the German Government 
to declare a moratorium came as a shock 
to financial circles in the City of London, 
and the immediate result was heavy sell- 
ing of Dawes and Young Bonds on thie 
Stock Exchange. Another of the invest- 
ment trust concerns holds substantia! 
blocks of the- Bonds affected, and the 
Government is expected to take speed) 
action to discuss the matter with the 
German authorities. Only recently the 
British and French Governments sent a 
warning to Berlin that a very serious viey 
would be taken of a suspension of tli 
services. The nominal value of the loans 
held by British investors amounts to ove: 
forty millions sterling, though the selling 
value this morning had fallen to twenty- 
six millions. The United States, however, 
has investments in German loans valued 


at £246,000,000. 
British Air Strength. 


Reports from Washington do not confirm 
the statement that at next year’s Nava! 
Conference British proposals will be made 
for the restriction of aircraft. Phe 
question of British air strength is known 


| to be receiving the attention .of the 


Government, and expansion is. mor 
probable than restriction. An inte 
national agreement limiting the number 
of aircraft would be a far more intricate 
matter than 4 Naval agreement, owing 
to the speed and secrecy with which 
aeroplanes might be constructed. Possibly 
the question of limiting the number of 
aircraft to be employed for Naval purposes 
might be raised at Washington, but there 
are difficulties here also. In the recent! 
Pacific Naval manceuvres over 1,000 aero- 
planes took part, whereas the total num- 
ber of machines in the British Navy does 
not exceed 200. 


Motor Roads. 


In the course of the next few years 


. Europe will be covered with a network ot 


motor roads on which drivers will be able 
to maintain a steady average of seventy 
miles an hour without having to slow down 
for cross roads or pedestrian trafhe 
Almost every European country is con- 
templating the construction of these greit 
arterial roads. The latest is Germany, 
where an ambitious plan for a series “ol 
five great roads to“ connect the. main 
German cities has been prepared by the 
Inspector-General for Roads. Each road 
will be over seventy feet wide, and divided 
down the centre into two one-way. tracks 
by a three-feet strip which will be planted 
with hedges and shrubs. The roads will 
run from Frankfurt to Mannheim, 
Munich to Salzburg, Berlin to Stettin, 
and Konigsberg, Elbing and Cologne to 
Dusseldorf. A very ambitious road pro- 
gramme is also being considered in 
Belgium, where a great circular roadwa\ 
will encircle the country. In Holland a 
Commission has been appointed by the 
Government: to consider the building ol 
new motor roads, and France, Italy and 
Spain also are interested in the subject. 


The Mansion House. 


A case which was heard at the’ Mansion 
House to-day concerning an Irish grey- 
hound brings forward the fact that the 
work of the police courts in England has 
become much heavier. At the Mansion 
House the Lord Mayor has said that the 
building was supposed to be his official 
residence, but it had been taken over by 
His Majesty’s Customs. As a matter o! 
fact, proceedings have opened as early as 
9.15 a.m., and the Attorney-General! has 
taken possession of the Justice Room al! 
day—sometimes for three days at a time. 
.The number of Customs prosecutions is 
increasing, and, whereas in January there 
was only one case of the kind before the 
police court, there have been about a 
dozen in the succeeding four months and 
three during the last fortnight. Thes 
cases interfere considerably with what 
may be termed the ordinary cases usually 
brought before the Lord Mavor or othe 
Aldermen. 3

Salaman declares that potatoes can be pro 
duced resistant to the common strain of 
blight. 


Traffic Control. 

At the conference of the Institution of 
Municipal and County Engineers, con 
siderable attention was paid to questions 
relating to trafic control. Automatic 
light signals were commended, but in cer 
tain cases it was considered that existine 
fixed-time traffic signals should be cor 
verted into those of the vehicle-actuated 
type, which are particularly suitable for 
cross roads, or where a secondary road 
converges on a main highway.

HERE seems to be no particular

‘The German moratorium announcement 
ae not caused any surprise in official 
circles in Washington. 

Although the Note officially announcing 
Germany’s debts moratorium decision has 
not vet been delivered, the French Govern- 
ment is already preparing its reply, and the 
Minister of Foreign Affairs has issued a 
communiqué on the subject, The com- 
muniqué, declares that, following the 
measures taken and announced by Ger- 
many, which prejudice the interests of 
French exporters and holders of Dawes and 
Young Loan Bonds, the French Govern- 
ment is preparing the necessary measures 
to safeguard the French interests affected. 

It 1s understood in well-informed Paris 
circles that the French Government 
intends to protect the interest due on 
Dawes and Young Bonds by levying a 
special tax on all payments made by French 
importers to Germany.

GERMANY DEFAULTS 


The Times observes in a leading article 
on Germany’s default on both the 
Dawes and the Young Loans, that it 
is impossible to ‘acquit the German 
Government of a direct breach of good 
faith, which has certainly not been 
palliated in any way by the laboured and 
far-fetched apologia of Dr. Schacht. ‘The 
President of the Reichsbank was pre- 


sumably speaking for domestic con- 
sumption; for the reasons which he 
gave for his action sound singularly 


unconvincing to foreign ears. 
Under tne cover of various types of 
exchange regulations framed to encourage 


exports, Germany has, in fact, for 
many months been buying back her | 
own foreign debt on very advan- 
tageous terms, after depreciating the 
prices of her bonds by the various 


measures of default in which she has in- 
dulged. Moreover, she has been using the 
untransferred balances, rightly belonging 
to her creditors, to finance an internal 
inflation which has swelled her imports 
while, at the same time, contracting her 
exports, thus creating an apparent in- 
ability to transfer her debts. 

Now that the default has actually 
occurred, adds The Times, it is plain that 
action will have to be taken, either 
through a clearing agreement or by some 


other means, to defend the vital interests | 


of the British creditor, unless, indeed, 
the German Government see fit to re- 
verse their decision. No one in this 
country will welcome retaliatory measures. 
They must inevitably reinforce’ the 
disastrous restriction of international trade 
which has done so much to impoverish the 
world during the past few years, but the 
British Government, who are responsible 
to a great creditor nation, have no alterna- 
tive. Their hands have been forced by 
the action of Dr. Schacht, who has seen 
fit to disregard their repeated warnings. 
The precise nature of the measures which 
they will now reluctantly be obliged to 
take in order to defend the rights of British 
citizens, and to bring home to the German 
Government the serious consequences of 
evading its solemn obligations, is not yet 
known. It is expected that Mr. Chamber- 
lain will make some statement on this 
subject in the House of Commons to-day, 
but whatever inconveniences may be 
caused to individual traders—and they 
cannot wholly be avoided—the Government 
may rest assured of the full support of the 
nation in any action they may deem neces- 
sary to achieve these ends.

POPULARITY OF IRISH 
PROGRAMMES. 
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From Our CorRRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Thursday. 
R. J. W. DULANTY, High Commis- 


sioner of the Irish Free State, as 
guest of honour at the luncheon given by 
the Radio Manufacturers at the Savoy 
Hotel here to-day, told of the Free State's 
attitude to wireless broadcasting. 

Replying to the toast of his health, Mr. 
Dulanty said:—I will confine my remarks 
to sketching in outline the development 
of wireless broadcasting in the Irish Free 
State, indicating some of the problems 
that have been encountered there. It is a 
matter for argument whether broadcasting 
is more important to the highly indus- 
trialised community or to the scattered 
agricultural community. I suppose, gentle- 
men, that most of you here are in favour 
of the industrialised community, because 
it is to large centres of population that 
you must look for your principal markets. 
But, nevertheless, those others who 
understand the problems of a scattered 
rural population feel that it is only such 
a community that can really appreciate 
the tremendous boon that broadcasting has 
been to the world. 

When almost month by month the areas 
effectively served by Dublin and Cork 
were being reduced, it became evident to 
the Free State Administration that a high- 
power broadcasting station was necessary 
if the people of Ireland were to be allowed 
to continue to enjoy the amenities of 
broadcasting. Very considerable thought 
was devoted to the question as to the best 
site for this new high-power station, and 
Athlone, the site finally selected, is as 
nearly as possible at the geographical 
centre of Ireland. A 60 kilowatt station 
was erected there, and has now been 
functioning for over two years, with the 
original Dublin and Cork Stations acting 
as relays for the benefit of simple sets 
in the relatively densely populated areas 
of those cities. 


ATHLONE STATION, 


The Athlone Station serves satisfactorily 
the needs of the greater part of Ireland, 


where the weakening of signal strength, 
due to distance from the station and 
interference from other wireless services, © 
caused trouble. 

It has been urged that Ireland is in a 
very fortunate geographical position so far 
as broadcasting is concerned, since we are 
remote from the very numerous stations 
of Central Europe. Geography is not all 
in our favour, as a study of the map of 
Ireland, with.its indented coastline and 
mountain ranges near that coasthne, will 
show. Our Irish programmes are still 
heard in many parts of Great Britain, 
more especially, perhaps, in the North. 

Turning to the programme side of Irish 
broadcasting, he said, here a quite de- 
finitely Irish national policy has been 
followed, and it will be no news to those 
of you who have listened to Athlone that 
the Irish language receives considerable 
attention in its broadcast programmes. 
While giving to listeners the world’s best 
music, a special feature has been made of 
Irish traditional music, and this part of 
the programme is much valued by our 
Irish listeners at home and abroad. 
Another feature of the service is the 
cultivation of what may be termed the 
local spirit within the country. Concerts 
organised in the various cities and towns 
of Ireland are broadcast from Dublin, 
Athlone and Cork, thus helping, in the 
musical sense, one half of the country to 
know how the other half lives.

SHOULD BE CONSULTED. 


\WW/HEN the Committee stage of the Constitution (Amendment 

No. 23) Bili was reached in the Dail last night, an amend- 
ment was moved, the effect of which was that a general election 
should be held before the bill became operative. 


Appeals were made from different parts of the House to give 


the people an opportunity of expressing their opinion on the subject, 
but the amendment was not accepted. 


Mr. O'Kelly, the Minister for Local Government, in replying 
on the debate, did not claim that the Government had a mandate for 
the measure, but maintained that they were entitled to bring in such 
legislation, and seek to have it passed, without putting the matter to 


The Committee stage of the bill was agreed to, and the Report 
stage was fixed for next Wednesday. | 


THE APPEAL TO THE PEOPLE. 


Mr. McGILLIGAN (U.I1., National 
University) moved an amendment, the 
effect of which was that a general election 
would have to be held ' the bill 
became operative. They he said, 
heard many lectures in this .ouse on the 
‘ uestion of mandates, but it had never yet 
been asserted in the House that the ques- 
tion of university representation had been 
put to the people in any election, or that 
even an indefinite or vague mandate was 
given for the abolition of university repre- 
sentation. 

At the moment the situation was that 
the principle of university representation 
had been written into the Constitution, and 
had not been made an issue at an election, 
and yet, despite that, it was to be taken 
out. If the Government thought that there 
was a demand for the abolition of univer- 
sity representation they should test it at a 
general election. 


APPEAL FOR TIME. 


Professor THRIFT (Independent, Dublin 
University) appealed to the Government to 
take their time in the matter, and give 
the people an opportunity of expressing 
their opinions on the question. 

The MINISTER said that he could not 
accept the amendment. On the question of 
a mandate he had heard the matter dis- 
cussed at two meetings in Dublin during 
the last two general elections. 

The abolition of university representa- 
tion was a necessary prerogative to the 
reduction of members to the House. It 
could not be said that graduates and 
universities would be left without repre- 
sentation. Distinguished graduates had 
come into the House from constituencies, 
and they could always do so. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN said that personally 
he heard of no demand for the aboli- 
tion of university representation, except 
speeches made at a few small meetings— 
which conveyed to him the Vice-President’s 
conception of a mandate. 


AN IMPORTANT BODY. 
Professor ALTON (Independent, Dublin 


University) said that, even if a decision 
had been arrived at by a party meeting 
to abolish university representation, 16 was 
the decision of a party only, and action 
should not be taken on the decision of a 
meeting of that kind. The question should

The difficulty of speaking in favour of 
this amendment, Dr. Rowlette continued, 
appears to me to be that the Vice- 
President has very targely given away his 
case in so far as it depends on reason or 
argument, and falls back on numbers 
which he can count on to go and vote with 
him. He has admitted quite frankly—lL 
would not say that it was a half ad- 
mission—that there is no mandate behind 
the Government for bringing forward 
this measure; that at no time was it put 
publicly before the country; that at no 
time was an expression of the country’s 
will in the matter invited; that at no 
time had the country the matter before 
it when exercising the vote at any election 
in the history of this State.

DUBLIN MAN BEFORE 
LONDON COURT.

LONDON, Thursday, 


George Nelson Gormley (40), described 
as of Ormond road, Drumcondra, Dublin, 
appeared on remand at the Mansion 
House to-day, on a charge of having been 
knowingly concerned in the removal of a 
greyhound called The Daw with intent to 
cheat His Majesty's Customs of the duty 
chargeable. 

At the last hearing, evidence was given 
of the arrest of Gormley after his arrival 
at Euston from Dublin. It was stated 
that he had brought with him a grey- 
hound, which, however, was not The Daw, 

Mr. R. J. Fisk, prosecuting for the 
Commissioners of Customs and Excise, 
told the Lord Mayor that there were now 
three charges against Gormley, the first 
being of having been knowingly concerned 
in the removal of a greyhound called The 
Daw, with intent to defraud His 
Mayjesty’s Customs; the second was of 
knowingly harbouring un-Customed goods, 
and the third of causing un-Customed 
goods to be harboured in England. The 
charges were alternative. 

The greyhound was a very well-known 
one, and the charges arose out of the 
smuggling of the dog into England in 
1933, continued Mr. Fisk. The dog was 
sold to a Mr. Evershed. Subsequently, 
inquiries were made by the Customs, and 
the dog was seized for having been im- 
ported into the United Kingdom without 
payment of auty. Eventually the dog 
was returned to Mr. Evershed by the 
Customs on payment of certain money. 

Mr. Harry Myers, for the defence, said 
that there was no jurisdiction in this 
country to deal with the charge of har- 
bouring un-Customed goods, because if 
any such offence had been committed that 
offence had been committed in Ireland. 

In addition to that, there was no power 
to charge Gormley with the offence of har- 
bouring until there had been proof of 
smuggling. In this case there was no 
evidence whatever of smuggling. 

The Lord Mayor adjourned the further 
hearing of the case until Saturday.

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HOT WEATHER HINTS. 
FOR POULTRY-KEEPERS. 


NECESSITY FOR SHADE. 
D ‘present hot, parching ,weather. like the 


present’ spell, great car should be taken 
to provide shelter: for’ fowls, especially 
young ducks, from the burning sun. ’Fowls, 
like humans, certainly enjoy the sunshine, 
but too intense heat is weakening, and even 
dangerous, if long exposed to it. Having 
basked in the sun for a while, the birds 
will enjoy a rest from the great heat in a 
cool, shady spot under trees or some other 
shelter. Where birds are kept intensively, 
it is more difficult to provide this necessary 
shade, -but the house can be made much 
more pleasant by spraying it once a day, 
This will lower the temperature considerably 
and refresh the atmosphere. 
For young ducks even greater care is neces- 


‘sary. To avoid. ‘‘staggers,’’ which are a 


form of sunstroke, the birds must have 
plenty of shade and a supply of cool, clean 
water for drinking. If possible—that: is, 
RR they are in a safe place—they could 
e allowed to sleep in the open. Failing 
this, it should be possible to leave the door 
of the house wide open, nailing fine wire 
netting in front. 


Housing for Ducks 


In the last article 1 talked about modern 
types of housing for chickens, Jaying and 
breeding stock. With regard to the housing 
of ducks, there are somewhat different re- 
uirements. The minimum conditions are 
that the house should be so constructed as 
to allow ample fresh air to enter; it must 
allow for about one square foot each duck 
and the floor must be dry. Havoc is wrouglit 
frequently among dutks through: being com- 
elled to lie on damp litter or datip, floors 

iven the above essentials, any shed muy 
be utilised for a duck house. But, where it 
is a question of providing special duck 
houses, something more ‘pretentious ought 
to be chosen. 

The slatted floor type, having the floor 
close to the ground, is quite suitable. The 
apex house, consisting of*two roof sections 
joined at the apex with their bases, some 
distance apart, is the simplest form of house. 


Construction. 


The é#latted floor rests on the” bottom ' 


framing of the side sections. One end may 
be boarded up, except for a small triangular 
portion at the top. This covered with wire 
netting will serve as a ventilator. At the 
other end a large door, preferably of double 
construction, the outside of wood, the inner 
of wire netting, serves a dual purpose. It 
should be made so as to let on to the ground 
to form a run up, while in very hot weather 
the wooden section may.be removed, keep- 
ing only the wire netting- door closed at 
night ; 

A house of this type, with a base width 
of 4ft, by 6ft. long and rising at the apex 
to 5ft. from the ground, will accommodate 
40 hali-grown ducks or 25  fully-grown 
Aylesburys. It is important that the slatted 
floor should be differently made from those 
commonly used in the hens’ houses. The 
floor in the ducks’ house should be con- 
structed of six battens one foot apart, set 
edgewise, and tile battens, roughly lin. by 
lin., nailed lengthwise, about half an inch 
apart. 

This type of floor prevents the ducks’ legs 
getting through the space and, perhaps, 
being injured. 

A convenient addition is a-droppings board 
made to slide beneath the floor. If desired, 
this can also be over the floor, and the house 
can be thus converted into a brooder house 
for ducklings, with the addition of the neces- 
sary heating medium. ; 

When such houses are used for laying 
ducks, plenty oí litter should be kept. on 
the floor, but owing to the difficulty of 
collecting the eggs, they are, perhaps, not 
so useful íor this latter purpose. The great 
advantage about, them is that, they are easy 
to make, inexpensive, and can be readily 
dismantled when not required, 


The Food Question. 


One .should remember, too, that hot 
weather ‘foods-for fowls and ducks should 
vary somewhat from winter foods. This is 
a matter often overlooked’ by people who 
slavishly dole out the same mashes in the 
broiling sun as in the biting frost. 1t should 
be obvious that overheating ingredients 
should be curtailed in a hot season. In their 
stead cooling materials should be provided. 
There is nothing better than a constant 
supply of fresh green foods of one kind. or 
another. Very beneficial are cabbages, 
cabbage lettuce and spring onions. When 
cabbage or garden vegetables are . scarce, 
nettles and the kind of thistle known as 
Hogswort, chopped up and boiled, are ex- 
cellent when mixed through the masn, 
especially for ducks. Maize aliould be en- 
tirely deleted from the grain mixture during 
the summer, as it is iar too heating. A 
grain mixture recommended for this season 
is one consisting of three parts wheat and 
one part oats. . ) : 

If in the beginning ducks and chickens 
being reared artificially are trained to seek 
the shelter provided for them in the hottest 
part of the day, they will quickly acqaire 
the habit, and: may be. relied on to prutect 
themselves from the dangers of. sunstroke. 
Your part lies in providing the shady spot.

MORE MONEY FROM 
APPLES. 


Ireland, if. large enough and of good 
quality, have a reputation second to 
none, and there is a g demand for them. 
Unfortunately, during recent years the 
apple crops in many orchards have been 
small, and the size and quality of the fruit 
not all that is desired. During this time it 
has been demonstrated clearly that the chief 
reason for the small crops and the poor 
quality of the fruit is attacks of diseases and 
pests, of: which apple scab and apple sucker 
are the most prevalent. It has also been 
shown that both these troubles can be 
avoided to a large extent, and crops 
of large clean apples produced if a proper 
programme of spraying is carried out each 
year, :

| ENSURING A HEATLHY 


POTATO CROP. 


NEED FOR SPRAYING: 


F a good crop of clean, healthy: potatoes is 
| desired, it is essential that the precau- 
tion of spraying should be taken without 
delay. ‘To ensure the best results growers 
should spray early, spray thoroughly, and 
spray often. It must. be remembered that 
spraying is a preventive measure and not a 
remedy. The spray should, therefore, be 
applied to the plants before there is any 
appearance of blight. Each. time a spray 1s 
applied the potatoes stand a better chance 
of resisting disease, and as this fact: helps to 
prolong the growing season, the crop becomes 
heavier. In districts which are subject to 
attacks of potato blight three, or even four, 
Sprayings may be necessary, and there 


should be no hesitation in going to the 
‘trouble and expense, bécause it is well re- 


warded. Crops that are backward in growth 
should be given particular attention, as it is 
important that they should be kept free from 
attacks of blight. ' 


Suitable Spraying Materials. 

A comprehensive’ leaflet on “ Potato 
Blight -and its BPrevention,”” may be 
obtained free of charge from the Department, 
of Agriculture, Dublin, by those interested. 
Meanwhile, farmers should: set about provid- 
ing themselves with the necessary spraying 
materials. These should be ordered without 
delay. Then there will be time to study the 
proper method of preparation. 

So far as experiments. go, the best results 
appear to follow the use of the well-known 
Burgundy mixture. This is made up by dis- 
solving 8lb. bluestone and 10lb. washing soda 
in 40 gallons of water... Eighty gallons per 
statute acre should do for a first spraying, 
while for subsequent spraying from 80 to 120 
gallons shoulu be used. A new spraying 
mixture, ready for dissolving with water, and 
reported to have been a great success in other 
countries, was tried at various centres last 
year, but it does not seem likely to replace 
the Burgundy mixture for some time yet. 
In some places, it has proved as good as 
Burgundy, but the comparative cost is a 
matter still to-be determined. : 
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IMPROVING PASTURES 
FOR DAIRY COWS. 


” —-+—-- a 


Mr. John Kelly, who acted as judge in the 
Dairy Herd Prize Scheme of: the South 
Tipperary County Committee of Agriculture, 
in the course of his.report, said :— 

‘“ Some years ago.it was generally believed 
that cows showing high condition. were not 
heavy milkers, but in recent years this 
opinion has changed, and if proof was now 
required that sar condition and high quality 
are of primary importance in economic pro- 
duction of milk, an inspection of the herds, 

articularly the prize-winners, is convincing. 
in order to. maintain condition and heavy 
milk yield in milch cows suitable food in 
sufficient quantity is also of supreme import- 
ance. Th pastures of the South Riding are 
evidently producing high-class feeding in 
ample quantity, éven in dry seasons like that 
of last year. I noticed, however, that the 
area of pasture per cow. is in excess of that 
which is usually considered sufficient. I 
would, therefore, suggest that, in order. to 
maintain the pasture in productiveness, an 
occasional dressing with a phosphatic manure 
should be given. In the majority of .cases 
a small area was devoted to growing oats*and 
mangolds, all very good crops; but the pro- 


duce, owing to so small an afea grown, is 


inadequate for the winter feeding of the cows, 
to have them in that condition at calving to 
ensure a milk yield up to the capacity of the 
animal. With this object mainly, and further 
with the object of winter milk geis 
which is now so important, 1 would strongly 
recommend an increase in the area of tillage. 
In the course of my itinerary 1 saw a number 
of high-class shorthorn bulls, and | am glad 
to be able to report that the heifers reserved 
for breeding show in a marked degree this 
high quality seen in the sires. : 
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REDUCE CALF-REARING 
COSTS. 


is excessive, and the labour involved is 

unnecessarily heavy. This is because 
the antiquated method of feeding cooked aig 
composed oftentimes of expensive meais. 18 
still practised. 

Caif-rearing tests have clearly shown that 
expensive calf meal mixtures are not only un- 
necessary, but that the cooking of food for 
calves 1s not an essential in successful rearing. 

Under any system of calf-rearing it is highly 
desirable to give whole milk for the first four 
weeks, but á sé that period feeding costs may 
be considerably reduced without any risk of 
retarding normal growth or development. 

The whole milk should be gradually replaced 
by skim milk, separated milk or buttermilk, 
and raw. crushed oats fed dry after each feed 
of muk. No other concentrated food is neces- 
sary. No cooking is required. 

The crushed oats should be introduced 
gradually, starting with a handful after each 
drink (about a quarter pound daily), and in- 
creasing the amount until each calf is receiv- 
ing up to 2lb. daily when from five to six 
months old. Dry feeding in this way dis- 
courages the calves from sucking each other 
after having a drink of milk, and this in itself 
is an important advantage. : 

When wood crops of oats are raised on the 
farm, and ‘an adequate supply of separated 
milk is available, the cost of rearing good 
calves is exéeedingly small, and no better use 
could be ‘made of “Ra home produced foods. 

By this method calf-rearing becomes a 
pleasant occupation, and all semblance oí 
drudgery, due to boiling, cooking and mixing 
food, is eliminated. 
A Ee TE RE NRT TER 


O N many farms the cost of feeding calves 


will not control the sucker, Accordingly, 
spraying with copper ge Aye and lime mix- 
ture is necessary in May and June, and 
spraying with a tar distillate is necessary in 
the winter. 

Once the apple grower realises the neces- 
sity for these sprayings he will not hesitate 
to apply them. The expense is not excessive, 
and it is well repaid by the greatly increased 
value of the crop. There is little demand 
and a poor price for low-grade apples—in 
fact, such are not worth, producing—but if 
average crops of large, clean apples are 
produced good profit may be expected. 

The profit may be increased suitable 
methods of niarketing. If the large, un- 
blemished apples are suitably packed im stan- 
dard non-returnable bushel boxes. they com-

medium-sized sugar beet roots per acre, 

the operation of singling should, receive 
careful attention.: Experience has shown that 
the best time for singling is when the plants 
have developed four rough leaves, but the 
actual date of singling of the crop must be 
governed’ by the genéral- growth and vigour 
of the plants and the prevailing weather 
conditions. Better results are, however, al- 
most always obtained from ‘‘early’’ rather 
than from “' late” singling. Where a strong 
braird develops a preliminary ‘‘thinning’’ or 
‘gapping ” may. be found desirable, but 
singling may be done by hand at one opera- 
tion if particular care be taken in the 
spacing of the plants; The space to be 
allowed between the singled plants wiil:de- 
pend on the width of the drills im’ which the 
crop is grown, but in general, and. provided 
the drills are’ approximately. 22 inches. in 
width, the plants may be singled to a dis- 
tance of 9 inches apart. ré 


T: get the largest yield of well-grown, 


Use of Cultivator. 


Frequent and thorough after-cultivation is 
an important means of increasing the yield 
and sugar content of sugar beet. If a hard 
crust should form on the. drills heforg. the 
young plants appear, it should be broken by 
running a light wooden roiler or a turnip 
sower along the drills. When the crop 1s 
well brairded, either a horse hoe or drill 
grubber should be used to destroy weeds and 
to maintain a fine tilth without disturbing the 
young plants or cutting away the drills any 
more than is: necessary. This operation will 
usually require to be performed again before 
the plants are singled, and should be re- 
peated a number of times thereafter, accord- 
ing to the condition of the soil and the nature 
of the weather, the main object being to 
ensure that the soil is maintained in a friable 
condition and free. from weeds from the time 
the plants appear over-ground untal the leaves 
meet, across the drills. á 


Root Development. 


Two hand  hoeings are usually necessary, 
one before the plants are singled and another 
before the. plants have become too. large: to 
permit of hoeing between them. The portion 
of sugar beet root which has grown above 
ground, and has, consequently, become green 
from.exposure to the sun, contains less sugar 
and more impurities than the rg? oe 
portion. In the determination of “factory 
weight '” the bulk of the green portion of 
any root included in the sample is liable to 
be trimmed off before the sample is finally” 
weighed. It is, therefore, imperative to secure 
that as little as possible of the root should 
be exposed above the surface of the soil, and 
this may be attained to some extent by proper 
adjustment of the horse hoe on all occasions 
on which this implement is used. When- the 
development of the foliage has approached a 
stage at which further cultivation would not 
be practicable, the upper portion of many 
roots may still be exposed, and a ieee mould- 
ing with an ordinary drill plough suitably 
adjusted should then be given, if necessary.

HINTS.

FEEDING AND. HOUSING, 


Hens will not lay unless fed on a proper 
mixture. The following will be found to 
give good results, fed wet or dry :— 

4 parts by weight of fine pollard. | 

2 parts by, weight. of bran. 

2 parts by-weight of Indian meal, 

1 part by weight of crushed oats, 

1 part by weight of fish meal. 

lf plenty of .skim milk, buttermilk or 
separated milk is available, the fish meal 
may be omitted and the cost of the mixture 


| thereby reduced. At present a cwt. of this 


mixture will cost about 8s. 6d. 

A grain feed should be given in the 
morning in winter in litter, and during iry 
weather broadcast in the fields. It may, 
be composed of oats, and, if available, wheat. 
A feed of grain should also be given last 
thing at night in a trough during the short 
days—as much as the birds will eat. _ Pro- 
vided a mixture is properly balanced, it 
is not possible to overfeed-a good laying 
hen. 


Importance of Housing. 


Good housing is essential for the pzo- 
duction of winter eggs; but it is too often . 
neglected. The poultry house should be well 
lighted and well ventilated and kept. clean 
and dry. A droppings-board will ensure. a 
clean, dry floor, which should be tovered 
to a depth of five or six inches. with cut 
straw or chaff for scratchings. 

The house should be examined periodically 
for red mites. These will be found 
in the sockets of the perches, and in 
holes and crevices in the woodwork of 
the house. These insects suck . the 
fowls’ blood during the night,. which 
explains their reddish appearance. Inia 


‘short time. egg-production will diminish and 


the birds will become poor and unthrifty- 
looking. Perches and woodwork im houses 
should be dressed hee er with creosote. 
This will penetrate and seal all crevices and 
holes. An application of paraffin’ oil also 
will destroy these mites: 


Culling the Flock. 


The ‘culling ,of farm .poultry means. the 
difference between profit and loss. It is 
important to get rid of old hens.. A fowl 
does not, as a rule, lay sufficient eggs in her 
third year to pay for her keep. The only way 
to know the old birds is to put differently 
coloured rings on the pullets each year. As it 
does not pay to hatch pullets after this date, 
surplus male birds should be removed after 
the middle of May. Demonstrations in cul- 
ling will gladly be arranged at any time by 
the instructress on request. 

A specially constructed shed is not neces- 


| sary for fattening if permanent buildi are 


available. Barns and sheds are-quite suitable 
for this purpose, provided proper ventilation 


“ean be secured. Quiet surroundings and semi- 


darkness are advantageous, as freedom from 
excitement is conducive to better results.
